HE deſign of this Book is twofold : 
Firſt, To give many and clear Demonſtrations, 
that King Charles the Firſt was no ſuch Saint or 
Martyr as he has been commonly reputed, nor 
yet a true Proteſtant; buton the contrary, a great favou- 
rer of Papiſts, and an oppreſſive Tyrant.

the evil Actions even of Princes them(clves. I find this Maxim « 
ſometimes highly infiſted on by ſome of our Clergy and Lai-' 
ty, eſpecially in favour of King Charles I. At other times 
theſe ſort of men make not the leaſt (cruple (for ſiniſter ends) | 
moſt unjuſtly 10 vilify, as the greateſt Villains imaginable, 
the Parliament of 1640, and thoſe worthy Patriots that 
Jjoin'd with it, to prevent the then many apparent inundati- 
ons of Popery and Arbitrary Power, that King, his Queen, 
and evil Counſcllors were bringing on the three Kingdoms.

as if they breathed not the ſame Breath with other mortal 
men, I thank God I have learntbetter ; and plainly ſee with 
what a beſotted and degenerated baſeneſs of ſpirit, imbaſ- 


| tardized from the antient nobleneſs of their Anceſtors, they 


have not only in a religious, but a civil kind of Idolatry, 
1dohiz'd this King, and ador'd the Image and Memory of him, 
who hath offered at more cunning fetches to undermine the 


. Liberties of Ergland, and put Tyranny into an Art, than 


any Britiſh King before him. 

To make good my Charge againſt this Prince, I ſhall firſt 
prove, that the general courſe of his Actions, e*c. were di- 
rely inconſiſtent with what a Saint doth, and ought todo : 
viz. I. He wasa proud Nimrod, a hardened Pharaoh. 2. A 
great Liar, (if he writ the Book call'd Eicon Baſtlike) for a- | 
mongſt the many falſe Aſertions againſt, and Accuſations of | 
the Parliament, he begins with this notorious one, wz. 


That he calld this laſt Parliament, not more by the advice of | 


others, than his own choice and inclination ; when the con- ; 
trary was well known, both by the current of his own AQi- : 
ons, and by the Favorites about him. For further proof of | 
this, Jet any unbiaſſed Perſon but read his Promiſes, Oaths, ! 
Proteſtations, and ſolemn Declarations to the Parliament, 
and conſider how little of truth was in them, how the Par- 
lament in many of their Petitions charged him with the | 
Fciene ſatisfaction. 
dE aoballowed. and unchriſtianed: the very Duty of 
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Prayer it ſ:]f, by borrowing to a Chriſtian uſe, Prayers of- 
| fered to a Heathen God, What little fear had he of the 
| true allſceing Deity? what little reverenceof the Holy Ghoſt, 
whole Office is to diftate and preſent our Chriſtian Prayers? 
What little care of Truth in his laſt words, . or honour to 
himſelf or to his Friends, or ſenſe of his Alflittions, or of 
that ſad hour which was upon him, as immediately before 
his death, to pop into the hand of that grave Biſhop who 
attended him, as a ſpecial Relick of his faintly Exerciſes, a 
Prayer ſtolen, word for word, from the mouth of a Hea- 
then Woman praying to a Heathen God ; and that in no ſe- 
rious Book, but a vain amatorious Puem of Sir Philip Sidney's 
Arcadia, a Book in that kind full of Worth and Wit, but 

' among religious Thoughts and Duties not worthy to be 
named, nor read at any time without caution, much leſs in 
time of trouble and affliction to be a Chriſtian's Prayer- 
Book 3 that thought no better of the living God, than of 
a buzzard Idol, by ſerving him with the polluted traſh of 
Romances and Arcadia's : A bold andirreligious affront to 
the Divine Being ! And in the 5th Chapter about Triennial 
Parliaments, he hath this paſſage, That the Tumults threatned 
fo abuſe all As of Grace, and turn them into Wantonneſi, If 
they had turn'd his Wantonneſs into the Grace of not abu- 
fing Scripture, it bad been well; this no ways became fuch 
a Saint as they would make him, Ferod was eaten up of 

| Worms, for ſuffering others to compare his Voice to the 
| Voiceof God: But the borrower of this phraſe gives much 
more cauſe of jealouſy, that he likened his own A&s of 
Grace, to the As of God's Grace : And: in the ſame Chap- 
| ter, his /etting ſome men go up tothe Pinacle of the Temple, 
| was. to caſt hins down headlong, In this Simily we have 
bimfclf compared to Chriſt, the P.rliament to the Devil ; 
and his giving them that AG of ſettling, to his letting them 
go up to .the Pinacle of the Temple : this was a goodly 
uſe made of Scripture in his ſolitudes! And in Chap. 3. 
on his repule at Hy/l, in bis Prayer, thus, Let not thy Ju- 


| Price prevent the Olje@s and Opportunities of my Mercy. Muſt 
this be imputed to his Folly, or Blaſphemy, or to both > 
| Shall the Juſtice of God give' place, and ſerve to glorify 
the Mercies of a' Man? All other men that know what they 
ask, deſire of God that their doings may tend to his Glory ; 
But in this Prayer, God is required that his Juſtice would 
- forbearto prevent, and as good as ſaid to intrench upon 
the Glory of a Man's Mercy. If God forbear his Juſtice, it 
muſt be, ſure, to the magnifying his own Mercy 3 but here 
a mortal Man takes the boldneſs to ask that Glory out of his 
hand. He hated all thoſe that were eſteemed Religious, 
doubting that their Principles too much aſlerted Liberty ; 
this was plainly ſeen by his vehement proſecution of them. 
He took a moſt bloody and treacherous advantage of the 
Parliament's Army near Colebrook, whilſt he was under 
Treaty at Oxbridg with them, as he proteſted,to prevent the 
ſhedding of Blood. From the beginning of the War he 
- would rather ſacrifice the Lives ofthouſands of his good Sub- 
jeas;than deliver up thoſe evil Counſellors that ſought to en- 
{ſlave Ergland, or govern according to Law himſelf, He 
admired, encouraged, and proteted none but the worſt 
and corrupteſt ſort of Courtiers ; and the ragged Infantry 
of Stews and Brothels, the ſpawn and ſhipwrack of Taverns 
and Dicing-houſes, were the Bravo's and Hackſters that at- 
tended him when he went in the moſt arbitrary and illegal 
manner into the Houſe off Commons; and that in his Army he 
had 1000 of blaſpheming Cavaliers about him, whoſe mouths 
let fly Oaths and Curſes by the Volly z that entertain'd and 
encouraged a moſt ignorant, profane and vicious Clergy, 
learned in nothing but their Pride, their Covetouſnels and 
Superſtition, whoſe unſincere and levenous Doftrines cor- 
rupting the People, firſt taught them Looſeneſs, then Bon- 
dage,' looſning them'from all ſound Knowledg and ſtriftneſs 
of” Life, the more to fit them for the bondage of Tyranny 
and Superſtition : A Clergy that from the Preſs and Pulpit 
poiſoned 'the People with the following abominable enſlav-

ing Dodrines, of Paſlive ( or more properly Alive) Obe- 
dience, Non-reſiſtance, Obeying without Reſerve That 
the Kings of England ( by being anointed Birds) are ab- 
ſolutcly unaccountable to the People : That they have a 
power over the Lives, Liberties, Laws and Goods of their 
people, and may do what they will with them: That the 
King can do no wrong, and many more ſuch horrid Noti- 
ons; enough to corrupt the beſt Prince, and enſlave the 
freeſt people. , 

Theſe deviliſh enſlaving Dodtrines, are moſt prejudicial 
and ungrateful to any people, that not only believe, but 
know, that they are Free-born Subjects : That all Govern- 
ment was originally in the People, for they were before 
Kings : That all Kings, &c. came by their power, Ex 
Pado ant Scelere, either by Compa@, Covenant, ec. with 
the People, or by Ulurpation. That they did not like the 
Beaſts in St. *Peter's Viſion, drop down from Heaven, with 
all their Dignities, Power, ec. but had their Root and 
Foundation from the Earth. If by Uſurpation, the longeſt 
Sword muſt decide the Controverſy ; but if by Compa&t, 
the People of England cannot harbour ſuch hard thoughts 
of their Anceſtors, as to imagine they would make ſuch ri- 
diculous, fooliſh and nonſenſical Bargains, as to fell them- 
ſelves (and as far as in them lay ) their poor Poſterity ( for 
I may then with reaſon call them ſo) to a vile, miſerable 
and laſting Slavery. That it their Anceſtors were ſuch 
Fools, Knaves or Madmen to (ell their Birthrights, as'Eſax 
did; the people of Ergtand know better things than to 
ſtand to that blind Bargain, it being againſt the Law of Na- 
ture, which teaches Self-preſervation, Neither will the ſen- 
fible part of Mankind any more believe, that any Kings 
have ſuch a Divine Right as will juſtifie their violating 
their Coronation Oaths, breaking through all the Laws of 
the Land, that are the Peoples chiefeſt ſecurity : for they 
know and will preſerve the undoubted privileges of free- 
born Engliſh Men, TT |

They are alſo well aſſured, that when a King or Prince 
- ceaſes to govern according to Law, he turns Tyrant, and 
therefore ceaſes to be King, by which, as the Scots wiſcly | 
call it, he forefaults his Kingdom. 

That Salws populi eft ſuprema Lex; That the King was 
made for the Kingdom,. and not the Kingdom for him. 
That the King doth not maintain the Kingdom, but the 
| Kingdom the King. That the King and all Magiſtrates are 
+ the Kingdoms Miniſters and Servants. That it is their Duty 
.and Glory to ſerve the Kingdom. That Kings muſt not 
reign by their Kingdoms ruin, nor be lifted up by their 
downfal. That the End is greater than the Means, Health 
better than Phyſick. That the King was not advanced to 

:debaſe and enflave his People. That it is not the Ordi- 
- nance of God that millions of men ſhould be miſerable ſlaves . 
" and vaſſals to One. That if the King be God's Anointed 
Fure Perſone, in the Right of his Perſon, he is Man's ap- 
pong Fure Corone, 10 Right of the Crown 3 and there- 
| fore tho he is above every one fingly, yet not above All. 

For common ſafety is the ſole Sovereign. | 

, That if a King accepts of the Dignity of Government, 
and by his Coronation Oath or otherwiſe covenants with 
his People 3 he muſt ſubmit to all ſuch Agreements, to the 
Rules, Burdens and Troubles thereof. That the end of the 
King's Revenue was not to make him able to deſtroy, but 
preſerve his Subjedts. 

That the "King hath no Council above his Parliament, 
That the foolifh ſenſleſs and wicked Dofrines of Paſſive O- 
bedience and Non-refiſtance, if ſtrictly obſcrved, are of 
dangerous conſequence to any Nation : for by theſe abomi- 
Dnable Poſitions, the Peoples hands being tied up, and no- 
thing but Prayers and Tears left, One Armed Tyrant may 
(if he pleaſeth) deſtroy all his Subje&s, and they like 
madmen be acceſſory to their own deaths. Surely none 
but Turks, Slaves, or French Vaſſals can really admire, or 


approve of ſuch an Obedience. 


That Bra&or and Fleta ( who were eminent Lawyers ) 
were in the right in declaring, That Rex Anglie habet ſuperis« 
res, viz. Legem per quam fans eftl Rex, ac Comites &» Barones 
qui debent ei Frenum ponere, The King of Erglend hath for 
his Superiors both the Law, by which he is conſtituted King- 
( and which is the meaſuring of his governing Power) and. 
the Parliament, which is'to reſtrain him if .he do amiſs. Bra- 
Gon l. 2. c. 16. Fleta l. 1.c. 17. 

That the King by his Coronation Oath hath a power to: 
rule his People for their beſt advantage, to adminiſter to- 
every man his juſt rights, to confirm ſuch Laws that the Peo- 

e make, conducing to the Common Good, &c. And no. 
other Authority can he with juſtice claim. 

That it is againſt the Moral Law, that a Kingdom ſhould 
ſuffer it ſelf to be unkingdom'd, ruin'd and deſtroy'd (has 
ving power in their hands to fave themſelves ) ſelFpreſerva- 
tion being natural, even to brute beaſts when diſturbed. 

That God doth ſometimes require that Oze ſhould ſuffer 
for all, but never that All ſhould ſuffer for Oe. # 

That Rebellion conliſts in refiſting of juſt Governors in 
their juſt Government, and not in defending legal rights 
againſt a Tyrant. . | : 

That it is unlawful to keep any Oaths, Vows and Cove- 
nants to or for the King, that are againſt the good of the 
Kingdom); for the performing or keeping them would bean. 
adging fin unto (in, wickedneſs unto wickedneſs, that is, 
to do Evil, as well as to promiſe the doing thereof, He that 
covenants to do things unlawful, covenants with Hell 3. muſt 
therefore the League of Hell and Death be maintained ?- 
Theſe things one would think ſhould have ſome weight 
with our Nonſwearing Jacebites, who chooſe rather to. 
break the ſolemn Oaths they took to feed their Flocks, 
than to comply with ſwearing Faith and true Allegiance to 
that Prince, that Providence in a moſt miraculous wanner 
raiſed up to deliver theſe Three Kingdoms from the Egyptian 
{lavery it groaned under. A.Prince who by his own Me-- 


rits and the Peoples Election can juſtly claim the beſt Title 
that ever any-King of England had, let the Fools andKnaves 
who madly-dote on the Divine Right of Succeſſion, e*c. 
ſay what they will: to the contrary. 

That the. Oath of Allegiance is not made to the King 
Warring, or any ways Ading againſt the welfare of the 
Kingdom, but to him 'as Governing for good according to 
the Laws of the Land. 

That the Oath- of Supremacy doth not allow him to be 
the Sapreme Legiſlative Power of the Kingdom, and that 
hes in all Caſes the ſole Judg, and over all perſons an 
abſolute Lord, unto whoſe Will and Pleaſure the People 
are bound to be ſubje& Attively or Paflively ; for ſuch a 
Power becometh only thoſe that are perfect as God himſelf 
is perfe&. | 

That all Oaths, Vows, Covenants and Compatts what- 
ſoever, are conditional, reciprocal and mutual, the King 
being aswell bound to the People as the People to the King. 

at the King's voluntary and plenary breach \of his 
Agreement with the People, doth ipſo fa&o diſcharge the 
People from their Vows and Covenants, until ſuch time as 
the Agreement and Compact between the King and Peo- 
ple be again renewed, and united. The Nobility, Gentry 
and Clergy have in their noble aſliſtance in the late Revo- 
lution juſtified this Poſition to the height, and alſo that 
Kings are accountable to their Subjects for their Male Ad- 
miniſtration. | | | 

That the People of Erg/anrd cannot give the Parliament a 
power toenſlave themſelves, for thereby they would be Selt- 
betrayers, and in a degree Self murderers. Neither can the 
People de Fare make Laws deſtructive to the Common- 
_ or give any Power to others to the making of ſuch 

aws. 

That what King Fames the Firſt told the Lords and Cam- 
mons in the Year 1609. is certainly true, viz, That be is 
20. King but a Tyrant that governs not by Law. 
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That there is a very great and dangerous defe( in the 
conftitution of the Govertiment of Eygland, if the ſame 
Power that gave the Coronation Oath, cannot judg whe- 
ther the ſaid Oath be kept ot not, and call to an account 
for the violation thereof. "Bra&or, Fleta, the Parliament 
of 1640. and the late Va ſcem clearly to allow 
Kings being accountable, &*c. So 

That Kings and all Magiſtrates ought to be Nurſing Fa- | 
thers, not Bloody Tyrants to make their People miſerable, 
to reward Virtue, and not to encouragelnjuſtice, Oppref- 
ſion and Vice. That if they would anſwer the end of Oo- 
vernment, which is the Publick Good, they ought to ſtudy 
the happineſs and welfare of their Subje&s equally with 
thetr Own. | 

Laftly, That if they will not govern thus according to 


| Law and Juſtice, they muſt not think the People of Eng- 


land will be fuch Fools as to ſtay for their accounting in 
the other World ; for they do not love the Welſhmans reck- 
ning, which was to /et her alone till the laſt Judgment, and 
then her wonld account fairly for all ber Rogueries, &c. 

I am very well ſatisfied (let the wretched Advocates for 
Tyranny and Arbitrary Power fay what they will to the 
contrary ) That thefe Dorines or Maxims cannot deftroy 
Government, becauſe they will not permit Governors to 
deſtroy the People. Nay, they will eſtabliſh a Juſt Go- 
vernment by rooting out the Unjuſt, The Throne will be 
eſtabliſhed by Righteouſneſs, but ruined by Wickedneſs. 
Thoſe Dodtrines that refifie Governors in the adminiſtra- 
tion of Common Right and Juſtice, do faſten the Crowns 
of Government upon their Heads ; for by doing every man 
right, their Throne is ſet up in every man's Heart: and not 
only ſo, but the promiſed Preſence of an Infinite Power, will 
ever ſecure and proſper ſuch Adminiſirations. 

Theſe pious Dodtrines do not implead Government, but 
the Evils thereof, and are all included in this, The Safety of 
the People-is ſtill the chiefeſs Lord, Kult, Lcalan aud Lax 


Theſe Divine Truths will, I hope, be highly acceptable. 
Im this age of light and knowlegez tho Laud, Sibthorp, 
Manwaring, eMountague, and other wicked Clergy-men of 
thoſe and later times have unjuſtly eſteemed them Rebellious, | 
I could. produce many more Inſtances to inform the de- | 
laded part of mankind, that this adored Prince was far 
from being -a pious One; but for the preſent ſhall give but

ther did he ſuffer AMiiftions even unto Death for the ſake 
of owning or profeſſing Evangelical Truths: No, the Par- | 
hament did not oppoſe or proſecute him for being a Pro- | 
teſtant, but for favouring Papiſts, and ſubverting in a | 
moſt arbitrary manner all the Laws and Liberties of England. 
I ſhall now proceed to ſhew that this King could not be | 
a firm Proteftant: His Letter to the Pope ( printed at | 
large in the Bovuk called £7 Defence of the Parliament of | 
1640. and the People of England, againſt King Charles the 
Firſt and his Adberents ) in anſwer to the Letter he receiv-

and tells him, 1 ſhall — be ſo extreamly affefed to any 
thing in the World as to endeavour an Alliance with a Prince 
that hath the ſame apprehenſion of the True Keligion -with my 
ſelf, Mr. Ruſhworth hath it in theſe words, Your Holineſſes 
ConjeFnre of Our Deſire to contra an Alliance and Marriage 
witha Catholick Family and Princeſs, is agreeable both to your 
Wiſdom and Charity ; for we would never deſire ſo vehemently 
to be jeind in a ſtiri& and indiſſoluble Bond, with any mortal 
whatſoever, whoſe Religion we hated. 

And towards the end of the Letter, I entreat your Holi- 
neſs to believe, that I have been always very far from encoura- 
ging Novelties, or to be a Partiſan of any Fadion, againſt the 
Catholick Apoſtolick Roman "Religion. » 

In another place he proteſted, That he would expoſe Life and 
Eſtate in the Exaltation of the Holy Chair. This cannot redound 
to the honour of a Proteſtant King 3 for the Holy Chair, in its 
proper ſenſe, means nothing but down-rigat Popery. 

in. another place he tells the Pope, 1 will employ © + «1 
for the time to come, to have but one Religion, and one Faith, 
— Haring reſolved in my ſelf to ſpare nothing in the World, 
and to ſuffer all manner of Diſcommodities, even to the hazard- 
ing my Ejtate and Life for a thing ſo pleaſing to God, This 
Retolution cannot look like his converting the Pope and - 
others to the Proteſtant Religion, but direCtly the con- 
trary. And in his Reply tothe Nuncio upon his delivering 
the Popes Letter to him, which you may read in Caba/a, or 
Myſteries of State,pag. 214. he ſays,

His marrying a violent Papiſt, and making Articles with 
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France in favour of Papiſts, (read his Articles at large in 
the Book called A Deferce of the Parliament of 1640. &$c.) 
His ing all Proſecution againſt them; His preferring ma- 
ny of them to places of eminent Truſts, particularly Weſtox 
to be his Lord Treaſurer, Arundel! Weſton, Coltington and 
Windebanck, who all died Papiſtsz Ris pardoning Montagne 
his Chaplain for preaching down-right Popery 3 His un- 
lawful correſponding and conſpiring with the J{riſþ and 
French to land Forces againſt the Parliament, He was kind 
to the 1riſþ Papiſts ; And-in his third year, againſt the plain 
advice of Parliament, like a kind Pope, fold them many 
Indulgences - for money. - Adviſed with them on all occa- 
ſions, admitted them to private Conſultations with him and 
his Queen. His fending one Dillor, a Papiſt Lord, ſoon 
after a chief Kebel, with Letters into ſrelavds and his 
diſpatching a-Commillion under the great Seal of Scet/and 
( at that time in his own Cuſtody ) that they ſhould forth- 
with, as formerly had been agreed, cauſe all the Iriſh to-riſe 
in Arms, Read the Commiliton at large in the Book be- 
fore mentioned. His cauſing ten thoufand Popiſh Irifh 
Soldiers to be erdered for Erg/and by the Earl of Glamorgan, 
do all ſhew he had more confidence in *Popiſh Iriſh, than in 
his Proteſtant Engliſh Sybjeds : A rare Protcſtant I profes. 
Theſe with his betraying the Proteſtants of the Palatinate,lile 
of Rhee and Rechel, and the poor Proteſtants of Ire/and, to the 
number of 154000, ſhew the fl:nder affection he had for the 
Proteſtant Intereſi,cither at home or abroad. From ſuch a wrcr- 
cileſs "Proteſtant, Good Lord for everdeliver theſe Kingdoms. 
Read his Letters to the Rochellers, and their Remonftrance 
upon his betraying them, both printed in the Book, called A 
Defence of the Parliament of 1640. and you will have little 
cauſe to admire this Martyr; And alſo the Sheet called, 
Murder will out, printed in the fame Book, which makes 
it appear he had a hand in the horrid [riſþ Rebellor. 

In the next place I ſhall plainly make it appear, beyond 
i] doube. that this King was aa oppre{/zve Tyrant; and ſhould 
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I proceed on this melancholy Subjedt fo largely, as with the 
greateſt truth and matters of Fa I might, I ſhould have 
cauſe to cry out with the Poet, Tarts molis erat Romanans 
condere gentem. Many Inſtances of his Arbitrary and Ille- 
gal Government being printed in the Book called, A De- 
fence of the Parliament of 1640, &c. and alſo the following 
Papers, which ſet this King out to the life, viz, The Pope's 
Letter ts King Charles [. and King Charles's Anſwer, His Ar- 
ticles of Marriage with France, His Declaration of Sports on 
the Lord's Day. His Letters of Aſfurance to the Proteſtants 
of Rochel 3 and their Remonſtrante on his deceiving them. 
His Commiſſion 10 the Iriſh Rebels : and Rorie Viacquire and 
Philem Oneal's Declaration thereupon, K. Charles II. Letter 
to the Conrt of Claims in Ireland, in behalf of the eMarqueſs of 
Antrim, for a@ing by King Charles I. Order King Charles's 
Prayer taken out of Pembrook's Arcadia, An Abridgment of 
the Articles of Peace that King Charles I, made with the Iriſh - 
Rebels. Lord-Angleſey's eMemorandum, and Walker's Rea- 
ſons againſt Eikon Balilike, 

I ſhall now content my (elf with enumerating a few more 
Inſtances of his grievous opprefling the People of England . 
as a Tyrant : viz. By his railing, without A& of Parlia- 
ment, 200000 |. on the poor Merchants for Ship-money, . 
Coat-and Conduct money. His great Minions and Favo- 
rites, inventing new methods of Monopolies, without ever. 
acquainting the Parliament, to enable him, in a full time 
of Peace, to live without a Parliament, as he did about 1x: 
Years together 3 Compulſive Knighthoods ;, the ſeizing, not 
of one A(aboth's Vineyard, but of whole Inheritances, un- 
der the pretence of Foreſt, or Crown-lands 3 Corruption 
and Bribery compounded for, with Impunities granted for - 
the future : Arbitrary and exceflive Fines on thoſe People - 
that ſtoqd 1n the gap againſt His Tyrarny ; befides the barba- 
rous Slaſhings, Whippings, Pillorings, and horrible Impri- - 
ſonments for many years. His intending to bow or break- 
his People, to perſwade or force them o {laverv, is {ocle 
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by the, whole courſe of his Reign, that 'cis amazing that 
men (even of the higheſt ſtamp of Tor3i/m ) ſhould have 
Front enough to deny it. He turd the Lord Conway out 
of his Secretary's place, becauſe he would not make the ne- 
cellary advances to Rowe, but refuſed to receive the Sacra- 
ment 1n Henry VII's Chappel, after Popiſh Laxd's wey,which 
was not #» Bread, but in Wafers. His undermining ourRe- 
ligion and Government his railing an Army of Engliſh, 
Scots, Germans, and bloody Irifh Papiſts, to ſubje& his Pco- 
ples Fortunes to his Will and Power, and make good the 
Breaches upon the Liberties of Zzglarvd, That never was in- 
clined to Parliaments, nor to call them, but for a greedy hope 
of a whole National Bribe, his Subſzdzes; and never loved, 
never fulfil'd,, never promoted the true End of Parlia- 
ments, the Redreſs of Grievances, but ſtilt-put them off 
and prolonged them, whether gratified or not gratiiied. 
That cauſed Court Letters and Intimatijons to be ſent to de- 
ter the People from their free ele&ing the beſt attcted to 
their Religion and Countries Liberties. That could not 
forbear declaring, that the' execution of Strafford flung his 
Conſcience; and no marvel, when he was the chict Author 
of thoſe Miſdeeds he ſuffered for. This Stafford was one of 
the boldeſt and molt impetuous Inſtruments that the King 
had, to advance any violent or illegal Dcfign. He had 
ruled Irelaxd, andfome parts of England, in an arbitrary 
manner 3 he had. endeavoured to ſubvert the Fundamental 
Laws, to ſubvert Parliaments, and incenſe the King againſt 


thery. He had endeavoured to make Hoſtility between 


Ergland and: Scotland ; he had counſel'd the King to call 0- 
ver that Ir;þ Army of Papilts which he had cunningly 
raiſed to reduce Ergland,-as appear'd by . good teltimony 
then preſent at the Conſultation. For which and many o- 
ther Crimes proved againlt him in 28 Articles, he was con- 
demned of High-Treaſon by the Parliament. This pious 
Martyr could highly demonſtrate his remorſe for the Blood 


of Straffoxd that all good Mea acquitted him of, but not the 
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leaſt ſorrow for ſetting up his Standard, and' cauſing a Sea of 
iznocent Blood to be fpilt by the Civil War, occaſion d by his 
Male Adminiſiration. That according to his own confeſli- 
on, violated the Privileges of the Commons, by going in 
an Arbitrary way into their Houſe. That as his Cabinet 
Letters declare, call'd them a 2:nmgrel Parliament, that vext 
his @ueen with their baſe andomutinous Motions. A ſpecial 
Bargain of ſuch a 2xcer, at whole landing at Dover, the 
25th of June ( New-ſtile) 1625, the Sz» withdrew its 
Beams, as bcing unwilling to ſhine upon a Deſcent ſo migh- 
ty fatal to this Nation, and the Night hid the Miſeries which 
that Day were brought into this flourilbing I{land upon 
her orrival. 

On the 245th the 2ucen with the King made their entry to 
London, having among others in her Train, A Roman Ca- 
tholick * Biſhop, on mhom King Charles was obliged to ſettle a 
Penſion of 4000 1. a Year. Four Abbots under the Title of 
Almoners, ox eacha 10001, Two Chaplains "Prieſts 1400 |. 
' Two Glerks of the Ghappel ; two Grooms : Moreover, 12 Prieſts 
| - of the Oratory, on whom 6000 |. were to be ſettled for their 
ſubſtifence and maintenance. But beſides all the Eccleſtaſti- 
cal Perſons, the Peer, not to truſt to Proteſtants, brought 
over with her a Train of Roman Catholicks, whereof the 
form'd her Houſe, and, as it after prov'd, a Seminary in the 
Kingdom z four Ladies of Honour for her Bedchamber, fix 
Ladies of Honour with their Governante,and.one under her, 
belades Servants 3 18 Gentlemen, fix LValets de Chambre, a: 
Chamberlain, a Secretary, five Chambermaids, Semſtreſſes, 
Laundretlcs, a Phyſician, an Apothecary, Chirurgions, a 
Pantler, Cup-bearers, Cooks, Patapers,, Roaſters, Bakers, 
Stewards, Coachmen; andall the Officers of her Stables. 
At her coming up to London, almoſt all the People of that 
great City went before her (juſt as heretofore the Trojans 
did the Horſe that was the cauſe of their deſtruQtion) in 
triumph into their City, with demonſtrations of.-joy; But 


to their great ſorrow, theſe Halgion days Jaſked:but-aiſhe 
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- time, for. they ſoon found the Queen's numerous Train of 
Eccleſiaſticks cauſed no ſmall clamours and murmuring a- 
mongſt the People all over the Kingdom ; for theſe Vipers 
were in perpetual motion, and cominually running from 
Houſe to Houſe under pretence of Converlion-work; openly 
boaſting they had alrcady converted many thouſands in the 
little time they had been in Exg/and, Whereupon the King 
received divers Complaints, as well from Proteſtant Biſhops 
and Miniſters, as from :\.: Maſters of Families, who accuſed 
thoſe Prieſts, not only..o! perverting their Servants, but 
their Children; and that by their wicked inſtigation, un- 
known to their Parents, ſevcral of them were gone away 
beyond Sea, to be put into Colleges and Convents, for 
their more commodious being bred up in the Romiſh Reli- 
gion : But upon all mattcrs that happened as to that ſub- 
jQ, the Queen (t1]] ftept into the Breach, to prevent by her | 
Credit any Miſchicts that ſhould have fallen on the Prieſts. © | 
But the Complaints of the People againſt theſe Vermin the 
Queen brought with her were ſo great, that the King was 
neceſſitated to {end them back into Fraxce ; which was 
done in Auguſt the ſame Year he was crownd. Pur at the 
ſame tuce to prevent their complaining, the King heaped 
- Favours, Benevolences and Preſent upon all the Fry ot Cler- 
gy, to reward their 1abour of the Tares they had fown and 
left behind them-in £-79/ard + However all this Liberality of 
the-King was not ſufficient to hinder their Complaints, nor 
their Sollicitations in the Court of France to return into 
England, to gather (as they faid) the Fruits of their La- 
bour. The Seer: on the other hand ſaw her ſclf foreſtall'd of 
her deſire to propagate 'the Catholic Faith, efpecially in her 
Kingdom of' Exg/ard:; and being puſh'd on by ltcr Confeſ- | 
ſor, and others of the fawe brood, did not fail! to write of | 
this matter very ſmartly to Lawis XI. her Brother, but par- | 
ticularly to” the @weer Mother. And the King of Frazce 
being puſhed on by the Queen Mother, took as a very 
_ great andſenfible Afﬀront, the fending back of all the French 
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that belonged to the Retinue, and were the Dameltick. Ser- 
vants of the Queen his Siſter. The Cardinal that was abſa» 
lute Governour of the King, was ſo angry to ſee the French 
' returned, { for that grievouſly broke his Meaſures in Exg- 
land ) and prevailed lo much on the King his Maſter, that he 
got him\to ſend over an Embaſſador Extraordinary to con- 
fer with the Queen, and to make his complaints of it to 
the King. And that Miniſter did his buſineſs ſo effeQu- 
ally, that thoſe who had been diſmiſſed, ard obliged to 
leave the Kingdom, return'd.to- their former Poſt a- 
bout the Queen, their Miſtreſs, and began their old 
trade of perverting people to the Romiſh Religion z which 
laſted as long as the Queen continued in England. Whillt 
the King was thus govern'd by his Papiſs @ucen and 
France, how could poor England think of being happy, 
or free from Popery, and its; natuzal Copſequence Threy- 
ny £ | | ef wp. © Sic 
” That inſtead of praying for his People, as a good King 
ſhould do, he pray'd to be delivered from them, as from 
wild Beaſts, Inundations, and raging Seas, that had over- 
born all Loyalty, (that is, would not let him be according 
to his Will, a great Tyrant) Modeſty, Laws, Juſtice and 
Religion ; God ſave the People from:lach Interceflors. _ 

That the petitioning for retnoval of Evil Counſellors, 
and redreſling Grievances in Church and State, was to him 
an intolerable Oppreſſion, His ſending an' Agent to Dex- 
mark with Letters to that King, requiring Aid againſt the 
P.rliament, beſides the 8000 Irifh raiſed by Sirefferd, which 
with a Scotch and French Army were to join the Englyþ he 
then had. He encouraged the Scots by telling them, what 
Money and Horſe he was to have from Dermark; yielding 
to the hireling Army of Scotland, rather than to the reaſo- 
nable Requeſts of his Parliament. His ſtopping and way- 
laying, both by Sea and Land, to his utmoſt power, thoſe 
Proviſions and Supplies which the Parliament ſent to relieve 
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_rereſt,-a 
His moſt wrongfully pretending - that he muſt kill or be 
killed, -is fo notoriouſly falſe, that nothing can be clearer, 
it being very manifeſt that never was'King leſs in danger of

the miſerable Proteſtents of LA clearly demenſtrates he 
was defirous of Waving them ſacrificed to his 15þ Friends, 
who were bloody Cut-throats, Ireland being as Ephraine, 
the ſtrength of bis Head 5 Scotland, as Judah, was his Law- 
giver ; but over England, as over Edow, he meant to caſt his 
Shoe.

Theſe 
were viſible to all men under his ET and were or« 
dered by the Parliament to be printed for publick Informa- 
tion, Theſe his own Letters diſcovering his Grand Myſte- 
ry of Iniquity, this holy Man was not a little concernd at 
their being made, publick ; for they pull'd off his Mask, 
and ſhewd the World what ſort, of a Man he was. 


Having, I hope.. beyond all doubt, given clear Demon- 
ſtrations that King Charles the Firſt could be no Saint, Mar- 
tyr, nora true Proteſtant z but on the contrary, a favou-

Was it not high time to ſtand up, when all that was dear 
to Free-born Engliſhmen was at ſtake ? Was not the King a 
great favourer of Papiſts, and lover of Tyranny 2 Was he not 
ruled by his violent Popiſh Queen, a wicked, corrupt and 
Arbitrary Nobility, Gentry aud Clergy, many of them of 
mean fortunes, that were unhappy for Himſelf, but more 
unhappy for his Kingdom? And were ſuch perſons as theſe 
fit to be truſted by the people 2 Men that laboured all they 
could to make the King a powerful Tyrant, and his Sub- 
jets a miſerable enſlaved people. Beſides, could rational 
men think it ſafe to permit ſuch a King, and his Evil 
Counſellors to carry on thoſe their Arbitrary Deſigns, ap- 
parently deſtruQive to the happineſs and welfare of Eng- 
land 2 If they had permitted theſe Evils to come upon them, 
they ought not only to be beg'd for Fools, or Madmen, 
but deſerved to loſe the privileges of a Free People. But 
God be praiſed for inſpiring and aſſiſting them with greater 
Wiſdom and Courage, than fooliſhly and tamely to ſuffer 
their Religion, Laws and Liberties to become a C:ctiinn to: 
that Tyrant, or his Crew. His governing: ad Libitune Regis 
by his own arbitrary Luſt and Will, and not per LegemTerre, 
and calling but three Parliaments in all his Reign, which (to 
the ſorrow of England ) was almoſt twenty four years, muſt 
naturally create enemies againſt him, To conclude this Head: 
His whole Reign was ſuch a continued piece of Popiſh Ty- 
ranny and Oppreſlion, that the people of England with the 
greateſt chearfulneſs ran the hazard of their Lives and For- 
tunes to free themſelves and poſterity from them both :: and; 
I challenge the greateſt Advocates for this pretended Saint 
and Martyr, to diſprove the leaſt matter in this Book laid: 
to his chargez nay, Ill go. farther, I challenge them to- 
give me, or any one elſe a ſatisfactory account of one good. 
AT he ever did for the glory of. God or the good, of his 
three Kingdoms, except conſtrained by his people therenn-- 
tO.

7. Iſhall give a ſhort Anſwer to this Queſtion, Why do 
the generality of the Clergy and Laity ſo much adore and ido- 
lize all Monarchs ( whether good or bad) above the People ? 
The Reaſon is plain, The People have nothing material in 
a Monarchical Government to beſtow upon theſe Court Pa- 
raſttes, for the Kings have the diſpoſal of the Biſhopricks, 
Deanaries, Prebendaries, Archdeaconries, and moſt other 
great Livings, and alſo moſt of the Temporal beneficial 
Places, as Chancellors, Judges and other great Offices ; 
from ſuch a ſort of men as theſe nothing but. Court-Do- 
Arines can be expected 3 for they are well affured, ſhould 
they preach or write for the Rights or Privileges of the 
People in Arbitrary Reigns, it would be the ready way to 
daſh all their hopes of preferment into pieces. And here 
I cannot but make a melancholy Obſervation, as to the 
Clergy in general of the late Reigns, vis. That by all I 
could hear or read, they have been fo far from being 
Chriſtian Advocates for the Rights and Privileges of milli- 
onyof people, that they have in a moſt wicked manner pro- 
moted and preached up thoſe Do&rines that plainly tended 
to make them miſerable and laſting Slaves. Indeed I muſt 
confeſs ſome few of them have ſignalized themſelves for 
the good of the People, and againſt Popery. Particular- 
Ty that incomparable Phoenix of our Age, Mr. SAMUEL 
FO&AAHNSON, a perſon that by his (cnſible Converſation, 
and his golden Works, hath done more ſervice, to reſcuc 


| England from'Popery and Slavery, and ſecure Engliſh mens 


Rights and Privileges, than moſt ( if not all )'the Biſhops 
and Clergy-men ever did fince the Reformation. ' His 
Works are ſo excellent and highly valuable, that they will 
preſerve his Fame long after he is dead; and will make. 

: good 
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good that Motto, Fruit poſt funera virtues. And' T could 
wiſh the Nobility and Gentry would encourage ( by ſub- 
ſcriptions) ſome Bookſeller or Printer to reprint all this 
great Man's Works in one Folio ; that the Divine and No» 
ble Truthstherein contained, might be handed down ( for 
the publick-good )) to poſterity. I am extreamly well pleaf- 
ed, that our Gracious King WILLIAM hath in ſome 
meaſure (tho not ſo much, nor ſo ſoon as I could wiſh, 
tho he had merited more than others) rewarded his inhu- 
mane ſufferings and eminent ſervices for theſe Kingdoms.

2. What occaſions the Clergy's uſurping one Pro- 
vince more than belongs to them, viz. the Law, : when, 
God knows, they have work-enough to preach the Goſpel 
as they ought to do, that their Flocks might be well fed with 
the eMilk of God's Word 2 1. Want of that true Piety that 
would keep them cloſer to their duties to God and men. 
2. As T hinted before, they pick up ſcraps of Law to make - 
Princes great, that they may get promotion thereby, tho 
to the facrificing of their Country, Lzaftly, The imprudent . 
familiarity the Nobility- and Gentry have with them, many - 
of whom are poor, ignorant, impious and ſcandalous fellows, - 
that ariſe from being Pariſh Boys, &*c. which makes them 
ſo-proud as to ſtrut and lord it over the People to a pro- 
digious -degree. I would by no means be thought by this, 
to be an enemy to pious good Clergy-men, that as Chriſti-. . 
an Miniſters diſcharge their duties 3 for I folemnly profeſs 
F have the higheſt value and eſteem for all ſuch holy men: + 
And I obſerved in my Travels in Holand, that the Ditch - 
did: highly” reſpe&t theis .Miniſters ( whom I.muſt really 
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confeſs, I believe to be þ ho for good Lives and Con- 
verſations, far beyond the generality of the Ergliſh Clergy. ) 
Yet they kept theſe good men at a due diſtance, not ſuffer- 
ing any of their Miniſters to be ſeen at any time in an 
-Ale-houſe, Tavern, or in a Cottee-houle, except on their 
Travels, where refreſhments muſt be had to ſupport na- 
ture, Andif any of them ſhall tranſgreſs in this matter, 
they immediately forfeit their reputation-and eſteem with 
the people. And if they ſhould in their Pulpits preſume 
to meddle with State-affairs, and the Magiſtrates hear of 
It, they ſend them a pair of Shoos, and order them to be 
one. | 

, If Monntague, Sybtborp and Manwaring, of old ; Pelling, 
Sherlock, Cartwright, White, ' Like, Watſon, Crew, Thompſon, 
Collier, Snet, Cook, Hawkins, Hicks, Wilſov, Long, Thomp- 
for of Briſtol, Hollingworth, Milbourn, Birch, and a great 
many more of the ſame ſtamp in the late Reigns, had been 
dealt with according to their deſerts, | know what would 
juſtly have become of moſt of them. 

'Tis obſerved, that the People of Crgland are famous for

that it ſhould not ſce the dawning of the day, nor ſhould 
the hight {hine upon it 5 it were better to ſtrike it out of 
our Kalendar, and make our Javney determine at. the 
29th, and add theſe remaining days to Febrawry, And to 


put it out of doubt, what the Biſhop of Salisbury's meanin 

was in that expreſſion, It were better if we conld have Job's 
Wifh, I ſhall quote fome other expreſſions in that Sermon. 
Pag. 4. are theſe words 3 © Upon their loving Truth and 
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Peace, thoſe black and mournful days ſhould be converted 
to days. of gladneſs. *Pag. 5. * It might have been ex- 
peed, that our 29th of May ſhould have worn out. the 
remembrance of the 3oth of Famary; and now at the 
end of two and thirty years, (to this time 50) it may 
be reaſonably asked, Should we ſtill continue to faſt and 
mourn? *Pag. 28. [If we come to love the Truth and 
Peace] to live in Love and Peace one with another, 
then our days of ny, be turnd into ſolemn and 
chearful Feaſts: Then ſhall our 29th of May ſwallow up 
the remembrance of the 3oth of Funuary : Or perhaps, as 
the Prophet foretold ſuch happy Deliverances ſhould 
come to the Jews, as ſhould make even that out of Egypt 
to be forgottenz ſo we might hope for ſuch days as ſhould 
outſhine and darken the very 29th of Mayz—lf we come 
to love Truth and Peace, then ſhall even this Faſt of the 
10th month, according to the Jewiſh Account (which 
according to Arch-Biſhop Uſher, is exaQtly our 3oth of 
January) be to us Joy and Gladnefſs.
